Exposition here, in 1871, are still in pro- 
gress. One hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars have already. heen subscribed Dy 
our enterprising citizens and corporations, 

It is stated on good authority, that the 
President has not yet written his message 
to Congress. Most of the reports from the 
Executive Departments have been handed 
in. The message will be a very brief one— 
will be sent in manuscript. and will not 
occupy more than two or three columns. 
The finances of the country have received 
the special attention of the President. 

Several prominent Republicans have re- 
cently indicated a desire for the resump- 
tion of specie payments. A letter from 
Senator Sumner, under date of August 3d, 
published to-day. says: “I am not content 
with the long postponement of specie pay- 
ments. I believe that the time has come 
for this blessing, and I begin to be impa- 
tient when I see how easily people find ex- 
cuses for not accepting it.” 

Since the death of Peabody, the great 
philanthropists, there have been many sur- 
mises as to the disposition of his property. 
Some years ago, while in Boston, he excu- 
ted a will, but since that time he hase added 
so largely to his former donations, that he 
made another during his last visit to this 
country. He left this country, intending 
to make another donation toward the com- 
fort of the London poor, and perhaps add 
to his precious gifts to other charities, not 
to exceed a million of dollars. 

Notwithstanding all the noise in our 
country about woman’s rights, it appears 
the University of Edinburgh is in advance 
of us. Ata recent meeting of the General 
Council, after a thorough discussion of the 
subject, it was decided to admit females to 
the study of medicine. During the discus- 
sion, Professor Mason stated that in the 
examination which had already taken 
place, the ladies had exhibited greater 
knowledge of medicine and surgery than 
the men! The regulations adopted by the 
Council require that women shall only at- 
tend classes our entirely of females. 
This plan, itis thought, will be speedily 
adopted in the medical schools ef this 
country. In very many cases the atten- 
tion of a skillful female physician would 
be far preferable to those of our sex. 

Very fine white marble has been discov- 
ered in Hampshire county, West Virginia, 
not far from the proposed route for the ex- 
tension of the Alexandria, Loudoun and 
Hampshire Railroad. 

Senator Sherman is here, busily engaged 
in preparing a bill for funding the public 
debt, which he will present early in the 
approaching session. It will embrace all 
the features of the bill introduced by:him 
last winter, with the exception of the rate 
of interest at which the debt is to be fund- 
ed, which will be lower than was previons-| 
ly contemplated.

Ward Meetings Thursday Night. 


On the 3lst of October, THE CONSTITUTION 
suggested to the Wards,to appoint delegates 
to meet in convention,and acton the claims 
of the Democratic candidates then in the 
field. 

This suegestion was made in accordance 
with Democratic usage, as the only satis- 
factory way of settling the claims of the 
Democratic candidates.

of questioned ballots. The matter was 
mixed. The result was a meagre vote, bit- 
ter dissension, and a failure to settle on one 
man. One gentleman carried on the 
balloting alone the latter part of the day, 
and getting a mejorty of votes in the ab- 
sence of the other candidates, was declared 
nominated. The other candidates asserted 
thatthey had withdrawn in consequence 
of the prior withdrawal of the declared 
nominee, and charged bad faith. 

The result of this personal attempt to 
settle the matter against old Democratic 
usage was a failure. The party was disu- 
nited. Can eandidates thus break up a 
party? Was the party to stand idle and 
suffer defeat? Can personal contracts be- 
tween competitors thus override party 
usage, and destroy party prestige, and still 
claim the solemn obedience due only to 
such recognized party usage? Can candi- 
dates adopt a plan outside of party prac- 
tice, squabble away the strength of the 
party, ancdthen expect the party to sustain 
any or ali of them?
